RECORD  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  HELD  MARCH  10,  1941 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  7:35  P.M.,  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Moder- 
ator Smith  being  unable  to  be  present.  George  Peavey  was  elected 
Moderator  for  the  evening,  who  read  the  call  for  the  meeting  and  the 
Constable's  return.  As  by  vote  of  those  present  the  reading  of  the 
Articles  was  dispensed  with  until  taken  up  for  action. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  town  officers  not  required  to  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  viz:  Three  Field  Drivers,  one  Pound  Keeper,  and  three  Wood 
Measurers. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  Everett  Webster  that  Joseph  F.  Smith, 
Vincent  Nutile  and  Everett  Webster  be  appointed  as  Field  Drivers; 
Joseph  F.  Smith  as  Pound  Keeper;  and  George  M.  Roundy,  Daniel 
Kelleher  and  Joseph  F.  Smith  as  Wood  Measurers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.  To  act  upon  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  Special  Com- 
mittees as  published. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  M.  Doremus,  to  accept  the  report  of  Town 
Officers  and  Special  Committees  as  published. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treas- 
urer with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1942,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within 
one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period 
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of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  W.  Grace,  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January 
1,  1942,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year, 
and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less 
than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  General  Government  of  the 
Town,  viz:  Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses,  care  of  Municipal 
Buildings,  and  Elections  and  Registrations,  or  what  action  it  will  take 
thereon.

Ed.  so  that  the 
regular  or  permanent  police  force  will  become  classified  under  the  Civil 
Service  rules  of  this  Commonwealth  within  the  meaning  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Civil  Service  Law  respecting  police  officers;  that  the  Town 
vote  to  accept  Section  49  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  Ter.  Ed. 
so  that  the  Chief  of  Police  may  become  classified  under  the  Civil 
Service  rules  of  this  Commonwealth  within  the  meaning  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Civil  Service  Laws  respecting  Chiefs  of  Police.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  consider  the  need  and  requirement  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  a 
new  building,  to  properly  house  the  equipment,  and  also  in  their  sur- 
vey to  consider  a  combined  building  for  both  Fire  and  Police  needs,  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  to  defray  cost  of  tentative  plans  and 
specifications. 
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Motion  was  made  by  W.  W.  Moxham  that  the  Town  vote  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  consider  the  need  and  requirement  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, for  a  new  building  to  properly  house  the  equipment,  and  also  in 
their  survey  to  consider  a  combined  building*  for  both  Fire  and  Police 
needs,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  to  defray  cost  of  tentative 
plans  and  specifications,  was  amended  by  C.  Russell  that  the  subject 
be  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  to  be  reported  on  at  a  further  Town 
Meeting.

Voted:  On  motion  by  N.  B.  Todd  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  the  position 
of  Chief  of  Police,  one  of  their  number  as  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  and  one  of  their  number  to  the  position  of  Clerk  of  Public 
Welfare,  as  set  forth  in  Articles  53,  54  and  55. 

Art.  56.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  re-zone  and  establish  as 
a  business  district  the  following  parcel  of  land,  now  within  a  residential 
district  on  the  southerly  side  of  Lynnfield  Street,  viz:  Beginning  at  a 
point  460.60  feet  from  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Boundary  marker

No  lot  with  a  building  thereon  shall  be 
changed  in  size  so  as  to  violate  the  provisions  of  this  Paragraph,  and 
no  lot  area  or  frontage  shall  at  any  time  be  considered  as  the  required 
area  or  frontage  for  more  than  one  dwelling."

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  of  the  town  of  Lynnfield  for 
the  period  from  March  17,  1938,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to 
June  18,  1941,  and  of  the  accounts  of  all  other  departments  of  the  town 
for  the  period  from  March  14,  1937,  to  June  18,  1941,  the  following 
report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  com- 
mitting bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined 
and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book  and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the 
warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropriations  were  compared  with 
the  town  clerk's  record  of  appropriations  voted,  and  the  recorded 
transfers  were  checked  with  those  authorized  by  the  town  and  the 
finance  committee. 

It  was  again  noted  that  it  has  been  the  practice  for  the  town  to 
vote  one  appropriation  under  the  heading  of  "General  Government" 
which  is  intended  to  provide  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  fol- 
lowing departments:  Selectmen,  town  accountant,  treasurer,  collector, 
assessors,  town  clerk,  election  and  registration,  etc.  In  this  connection 
it  is  again  recommended  that  separate  appropriations  be  voted  for 
the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  departments  which  have  hitherto  been 
charged  to  the  "General  Government"  appropriation. 

A  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  June  18,  1941. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared 
with  the  collector's  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  with  the 
records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town, 
and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  to  the  treasurer. 

The  cash  balance  on  June  28,  1941,  was  proved  by  actual  count 
of  the  cash-  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are 
deposited. 
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The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts 
falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
personally  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  re- 
ceipts, disbursements,  and  transfers  were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  poll,  property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes,  special 
assessments,  and  water  district  taxes  recommitted  on  March  17,  1938, 
were  audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  checked  to  the 
warrants  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the  town  and  the 
water  district  treasurers  were  checked  with  their  respective  cash  books, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors'  records  of 
abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

Considerable  detailed  checking  was  necessary  in  order  to  prove 
the  tax  collector's  accounts,  numerous  errors  in  the  clerical  work  being 
found. 

The  final  reconciliation  of  the  collector's  cash  showed  a  net  over- 
payment to  the  town  treasurer  of  $371.97  and  a  net  underpayment  of 
$122.25  to  the  water  district  treasurers.  It  is  recommended  that  all 
entries  in  the  cash  books  be  made  from  the  stubs  of  receipted  tax 
bills,  that  the  postings  to  the  commitment  books  toe  made  from  the 
cash  book  entries,  and  that  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  correspond 
in  total  with  the  amounts  entered  in  the  cash  books  during  the  period 
for  which  an  accounting  to  the  treasurer  is  being  made. 

The  additional  time  consumed  in  proving  the  tax  collector's  accounts 
added  materially  to  the  cost  of  the  audit. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  taxes  and  assessments  of  prior  years  re- 
maining outstanding  as  shown  on  the  balance  sheet  mentioned  above, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  prompt  settlement  of  all  prior  years'  taxes 
and  assessments  be  secured. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  and  water  district 
taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  many  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  and  the  water 
districts,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  collector's  records,  the  redemptions  were  checked  with  the 
receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen  and 
the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the 
state  and  town  were  verified. 
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The  surety  bonds  of  the  financial  officials  bonded  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and  the  build- 
ing inspector,  of  the  public  welfare  and  library  departments,  as  well 
as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  ex- 
amined, checked,  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  account- 
ant's books. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  mentioned  above,  there  are 
appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title, 
and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund 
transaction. 

For  the  co-operation  extended  by  the  various  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Lynnfield: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
of  1941: 

The  new  Board  of  Selectmen  consisting  of  Everett  S.  Webster, 
George  W.  Peavey  and  Elmer  A.  Smith,  held  their  first  meeting  imme- 
diately after  the  election  returns  were  officially  announced.  These  men 
were  then  duly  sworn  into  office  by  Mr.  Trayers. 

As  in  past  years  your  Board  protested  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  billboards  in  the  Town. 

The  Board  vigorously  opposed  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
overnight  cabins  within  the  limits  of  the  Town. 

The  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  in- 
vited sealed  bids  for  a  new  truck  for  the  Highway  Department.  Bids 
were  received  and  opened  from  six  different  automobile  concerns  and 
it  was  unanimously  voted  to  award  the  bid  to  Classen  Bros.,  Inc.,  who 
duly  delivered  a  Dodge  truck  in  accordance  with  specifications. 
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The  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Police  Department,  invited 
sealed  bids  for  a  Police  Cruiser.  Bids  were  received  from  thirteen 
different  automobile  concerns  and  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  award 
the  bid  to  Classen  Bros.,  Inc.,  who  duly  delivered  a  Plymouth  sedan 
in  accordance  with  specifications. 

Petitions  were  received  from  citizens  of  the  Town,  who  purchased 
houses  built  in  a  new  development  of  Strout  &  Wing,  asking  that 
their  ways  be  laid  out  and  accepted  as  streets.  Accordingly  Oxbow 
Road  and  Homestead  Road  were  laid  out  as  streets. 

Some  twenty  organizations  applied  for  and  received  one-day 
licenses  to  dispense  liquor  at  outings  and  picnics  held  at  various  places 
in  the  Town. 

Your  Board  caused  bleachers  to  be  built  and  painted  at  Suntaug 
Park. 

The  Board  appointed  George  Green  permanent  chairman  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  disaster  committee. 

On  November  6,  our  Chairman,  EVerett  S.  Webster,  was  stricken 
seriously  ill,  and  Mr.  Peavey  and  Mr.  Smith  have  carried  on  the  duties 
of  the  Board,  missing  very  much  the  valuable  services  of  the  Chairman.

REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Lynnfleld  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1941.  This  completes  the  twelfth 
year  since  our  Zoning  By-Law  was  adopted,  and  the  first  since  the 
Town  adopted  Chapter  211. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  held  twenty -five  meetings,  and 
three  public  hearings.  Public  hearings  are  held  on  matters  vitally 
interesting  to  the  Town,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  citizens  an 
opportunity  of  expressing  their  opinions.  During  the  past  year  these 
have  not  been  attended  by  many  citizens,  and  it  is  hoped  future 
hearings  will  be  attended  by  a  sufficient  number  of  voters  to  assist 
the  Board  in  getting  the  benefit  of  public  opinion  on  the  matter  involved. 
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In  accordance  with  Article  41  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Town  last  March,  the  Planning  Board  has  caused  to 
be  printed  a  new  supply  of  the  Zoning  and  Building  By-Laws.  These 
are  now  ready  for  distribution,  and  may  be  secured  at  the  Town  Hall. 
It  may  be  of  interest  that  after  considerable  study  and  consultations 
with  Zoning  and  Planning  authorities  it  was  found  that  the  original 
Laws  could  not  be  improved  on.  The  latest  edition  is  composed  of  the 
original  with  all  the  changes  that  have  been  adopted. 

Under  Chapter  211  it  is  required  that  the  Planning  Board  establish 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Submission  of  Petitions  and  Plans  of 
Subdivisions.  This  was  our  first  task,  and  required  study  of  those 
Rules  and  Regulations  that  had  been  adopted  by  other  Towns  similar 
to  Lynnfield,  from  which  we  promulgated  the  present  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  Subdivisions.  These  were  printed  April  24,  1941,  and 
put  in  circulation.  That  these  Rules  and  Regulations  have  the  approval 
of  the  State  Planning  Board  is  evident  by  the  numerous  requests  other 
Planning  Boards  have  made  for  copies.  These  Rules  and  Regulations 
were  designed  to  save  money  for  the  Town,  and  preclude  the  possibility 
of  Subdividers  coming  into  the  Town,  selling  as  many  lots  as  possible 
and  leaving  for  the  Town  the  work  and  cost  of  putting  in  improve- 
ments, such  as  streets,  water  mains  and  sidewalks  where  necessary. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  as  given  to  the  Planning  Board, 
by  the  voters  of  the  Town  in  Article  No.  50  of  the  Warrant  for  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Planning  Board  has  made  a  study  of  the 
site  to  be  chosen  for  a  public  building  to  house  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments,  and  recommends  that  parcel  of  land  owned  by  the  Town 
on  Summer  Street  south  of  the  Town  Hall  and  adjacent  to  it,  as  a 
site  for  such  building.  On  account  of  the  war  we  do  not  recommend 
the  immediate  construction  of  this  building.  We  suggest  that  it  be 
considered  as  a  project  for  the  Town  after  the  war  and  during  the 
period  of  change  from  war  to  peace.  Immediately  upon  the  cessation 
of  hostilities,  millions  will  cease  their  activities  in  war  industries, 
many  must  be  placed  temporarily  in  Federal,  State  and  Town  work 
of  this  nature.  The  Planning  Board,  in  conjunction  with  most  other 
Planning  Boards  all  through  the  State,  is  considering  these  projects. 
We  plan  to  study  the  Town's  need  of  new  buildings  and  have  the  neces- 
sary data  to  submit  to  the  citizens  later.  At  the  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards,  at  which  Lynnfield 
was  represented,  this  was  the  general  theme,  and  the  Commonwealth 
has  hired  a  co-ordinator  who  will  consult  with  Planning  Boards  and 
give  them  technical  advice. 

The  Grade  School  in  Precinct  Two  should  be  replaced  by  a  new 
modern  building,  with  enough  land  for  playgrounds.  This  project  should 
be  considered,  and  is  recommended  by  the  Board. 
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The  building  now  used  to  house  the  Fire  Department  at  the  Centre, 
is  an  invaluable  historic  building,  and  the  Board  recommends  this  be 
restored.  Any  old  historic  building  such  as  this,  is  a  distinct  asset  to 
any  Town.  In  this  building  the  citizens  have  prayed  since  1714,  and 
it  was  here  that  the  men  of  Lynnfield  gathered  during  the  night  on 
the  eve  of  the  Battle  of  Lexington. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  last  March  the  Town  purchased  the 
land  for  a  new  High  School,  and  construction  of  a  High  School  must 
be  listed  as  one  of  the  Town's  needs. 

These  projects  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  as  needed, 
now,  but  we  realize  we  are  again  at  war,  and  this  is  a  war  of  money. 
To  win  we  must  manufacture  more  implements  of  war  than  our  ad- 
versaries. Federal  taxes  will  be  high,  the  Commonwealth  taxes  will 
increase,  and  even  Town  expenses  will  be  more  for  the  kind  of  war 
that  must  be  waged. 

We  do  not  expect  these  projects  to  be  all  considered  immediately; 
they  are  placed  before  the  people  as  future  expenditures  to  be  con- 
sidered. 

During  the  past  years  the  trend  of  population  has  been  away  from 
the  larger  cities  and  towns  to  suburban  and  rural  districts.  The  war 
has  changed  this  towards  a  centralization  of  population,  and  this  will 
be  accelerated  toy  the  restricted  use  of  automobiles.  What  effect  this 
will  have  upon  our  Town  we  are  unable  to  state.  We  can  watch  it 
and  act  to  control  it  to  our  best  advantage. 

In  our  report  last  year  we  mentioned  the  effort  being  made  to 
remove  some  of  the  large  illegal  display  signboards  on  the  Turnpike, 
south  of  the  Square.  We  are  pleased,  this  year,  to  report  some  share 
of  success  in  that  four  of  these  signs  have  been  ordered  down  by  the 
Public  Works  Commissioners.  In  addition  to  these  signs  which  were 
illegal,  one  legal  sign  in  the  area  zoned  for  business  on  the  Turnpike 
was  removed  voluntarily  by  the  owner,  for  which  he  was  thanked  by 
the  Board  in  a  letter  dated  July  31,  1941,  and  published  in  the  Village 
Press. 

We  are  endowed  with  many  natural  advantages,  which  must  be 
utilized.  While  much  of  the  land  in  Town  has  been  allowed  to  deteri- 
orate, it  can  be  restored  and  home  war  gardens  will  be  in  order  next 
year.  All  food  produced  in  Lynnfield  helps  the  Nation  that  much.  In 
addition  to  the  2618  acres  of  good  and  limited  adaptability,  there  is 
much  land  around  houses  that  can  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

The  Town  has  an  opportunity  of  securing  a  Town  Forest.  We  have 
a  total  acreage  of  3,574  acres  of  forest  land  in  the  Town,  745  acres  of 
which  is  pine  wood.  This  is  now  available  and  would  pay  handsome 
dividends,  as.  well  as  provide  a  breathing  space  for  all  time.  At  the 
present  time  124  Towns  in  the  Commonwealth  have  a  Town  Forest, 
These  range  from  6  acres  in  the  Town  of  Webster,  in  which  6000  trees 
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have  been  planted,  to  6720  acres  in  North  Adams  where  454,000  trees 
have  been  set  out.  The  Lynnfield  Center  Water  District  has  30  acres 
and  this  should  toe  added  to.  In  the  Commonwealth  the  different 
Towns  own  a  total  of  37,430  acres  on  which  are  7,600,000  trees.  Lynn- 
field  was  the  home  of  Mr.  Prank  J.  D.  Barnjum,  who  has  done  more 
in  the  interest  of  reforestation  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  than 
any  other  single  individual,  and  this  Board  recommends  a  Town  Forest 
for  Lynnfield,  and  that  it  be  named  the  Frank  J'.  D.  Barnjum  Forest. 

During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  has  had  the  benefit  of 
Mr.  Pearson  Stewart's  presence  at  many  of  our  meetings,  and  his  ad- 
vice and  assistance  in  publishing  the  new  edition  of  our  Zoning  By- 
Laws  is  deeply  appreciated,  and  we  also  thank  Mr.  Nelson  B.  Todd 
who  has  attended  all  our  meetings  and  advised  us  on  all  legal  matters.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Lynnfield: 

The  present  Board  of  Appeals  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
on  May  15,  1941,  in  accordance  with  the  By-Law  adopted  at  Town 
Meeting  on  March  10,  1941.  At  the  organization  meeting  of  May  22,  1941 
the  regular  members  of  the  Board,  Joseph  W.  Cassidy,  Louis  B.  Tuck, 
and  Ralph  W.  Green,  met  and  appointed  the  Chairman,  Joseph  W. 
Cassidy,  and  the  Secretary,  Ralph  W.  Green,  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

The  first  appeal  case  was  heard  on  June  4,  1941,  that  appeal  having 
been  filed  before  the  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  the  Board  had 
become  effective,  but  from  that  date  to  November  3,  1941,  when  the 
last  appeal  for  the  year  was  heard,  eighteen  (18)  additional  cases  were 
heard  and  passed  upon.  Many  of  these  cases  required  inspections  by 
the  members  of  the  Board,  who  have  been  pleased  to  donate  their 
time  and  automobile  expense  for  these  trips. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  this  Board  to  attend  to  the 
publication  of  notices  of  hearings,  one  of  the  rules  adopted  requires  a 
fee  of  $5.00  from  each  appellee  to  cover  the  expense  of  publication  and 
mailing.  This  rule  was  not  affective  at  the  time  of  the  first  hearing, 
but  subsequently  the  sum  of  $90.00  was, realized  from  the  eighteen 
later  cases,  and  remitted  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Finance  Committee,  on  July  3,  1941,  transferred  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  from  the  surplus  account,  for  the  use  of  this 
Board.   We  expended  the  sum  of  $52.36  for  newspaper  notices,  mailing 
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to  abutters,  postage  and  envelopes,  so  that  there  is  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $47.64  remaining  out  of  the  fund  of  $100.00  allocated  for 
our  use.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Lynnfield: 

Herewith  I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1941: 

The  Department  responded  to  115  bell  alarms  and  15  still  and  tele- 
phone calls,  making  a  total  of  130  calls. 

There  were  10  building  fires,  71  grass  and  woods  fires,  5  false  and 
needless  alarms,  8  automobile  fires,  2  dump  fires,  3  chimney  fires,  2 
needless  alarms,  2  truck  fires,  1  oil  burner  fire,  21  small  street  and 
house  grass  fires.  We  responded  to  three  out-of-town  calls — Peabody, 
Lynn,  Reading;  two  emergency  calls. 

The  department  laid  26,000  feet  of  2V2,  IV2  and  booster  lines  of  hose 
and  raised  428  feet  of  ladders.  Seventy  pony  extinguishers  and  Indian 
pumps  were  used. 

The  total  loss  from  building  fires  was  approximately  $10,800.00. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  the  people  for  our  new  truck,  and 
say  that  we  feel  that  the  money  was  well  expended,  not  only  for  abso- 
lute needs,  but  because  we  cannot  get  the  same  kind  of  a  piece  of 
apparatus  today,  for  more  than  $1,000.00  additional  cost.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Lynnfield: 

In  preparing  my  report  for  the  past  year  I  must  first  of  all  apologize 
for  any  omissions  or  lack  of  detail  which  may  occur.  Due  to  my  recent 
illness  I  have  been  kept  from  close  contact  with  my  department  and 
therefore  some  details  may  be  overlooked. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  members  of  the 
department  and  all  have  been  required  to  work  many  extra  hours  for 
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which  no  compensation  was  provided.  This  work  has  been  done  willingly 
and  cheerfully  by  the  officers,  for  which  I  am  deeply  grateful. 

The  police  radio  and  cruiser  have  worked  out  to  advantage  even 
beyond  my  fondest  hopes  or  expectations.  There  have  been  but  two 
breaks  in  town  during  the  past  year  which  sets  a  new  record  and  is 
but  one  of  the  many  examples  which,  in  my  opinion,  prove  the  worth 
of  the  constant  vigil  of  an  officer  in  the  cruiser.  I  again  invite  any 
citizen  of  the  town  who  has  not  availed  himself  of  an  opportunity 
to  see  and  hear  the  radio  in  operation,  to  do  so  at  his  convenience. 
The  officers  will  be  pleased  at  any  time  to  demonstrate  how  the  radio 
works  and  its  several  advantages.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

The  past  year's  work  was  carried  along  the  same  lines  as  in 
previous  years.  Woodlands  were  looked  over  for  gypsy  moth  infesta- 
tions and  partly  creosoted.  The  center  part  of  the  Town  is  good, 
except  the  northern  part  of  Lowell  and  Chestnut  Streets,  also  Main 
Street  near  the  Middleton  line.  The  south  part  of  the  Town  had  a 
general  increase  which  was  extremely  heavy  on  the  Turnpike,  Salem, 
Summer  and  Walnut  Streets,  near  the  Saugus  line. 

Little  spraying  was  done  on  these  infestations  because  of  such  a 
small  crew  of  men.  The  loss  of  the  WPA  men  makes  the  work  more 
difficult.   There  were  no  browntail  moth  webs  found  last  year. 

The  elm  leaf  beetle  was  extremely  heavy  in  private  property,  but 
was  hardly  noticeable  on  the  street  trees,  which  had  been  sprayed.  This 
work  is  carried  on  under  the  supervision  of  the  State '  Department  of 
Conservation. 

The  State  contributed  $924.06  to  the  Town  in  money  and  supplies 
during  the  year. 

I  hope  that  extra  money  will  be  appropriated  at  the  coming  Town 
Meeting  so  that  these  infestations  may  be  properly  handled.

REPORT  OF  THE  SURPLUS  COMMODITY  DIVISION 
OF  THE  LYNNFIELD  WELFARE  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Welfare: 

I  hereby  make  my  annual  report  of  the  Surplus  Commodity  Division 
of  the  Lynnfield  Welfare  Board. 

Approximately  thirty-five  families  have  derived  benefit  from  this 
assistance. 

For  your  information,  during  the  year  1941  this  department  distrib- 
uted more  commodities  per  relief  case  than  in  any  previous  year,  though 
the  total  volume  of  commodities  distributed  was  below  previous  years 
because  of  reduced  relief  caseload,  and  the  expansion  of  the  stamp  plan 
program  in  many  communities.  The  report  of  distribution  activities 
in  our  community  for  the  year  1941  is  as  follows:  Direct  distribution  of 
food  $2,311.61,  clothing  $884.45.  The  combined  value  of  both  food  and 
clothing  for  the  year  1941  was  $3,196.06.

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REPORT  OF  FEDERAL  ACTIVITIES  IN  LYNNFIELD 
DURING  1941 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Gentlemen: 

WPA  was  suspended  in  Lynnfield  on  June  24,  1941,  as  unemploy- 
ment was  at  a  low  ebb.  At  that  time  we  were  working  on  Moth 
Project  #22715. 

Moth  Project  #22715 — Many  acres  of  woodland  were  creosoted 
during  the  winter  months  and  later  sprayed.  Lynnfield  is  still  an  in- 
fested area,  bounded  by  cities  and  towns  which  are  likewise  infested. 

Playground  Project  #16769 — During  1941  considerable  improvement 
was  accomplished  on  the  tennis  courts.  At  a  special  Town  Meeting 
money  was  appropriated  for  fencing  the  tennis  courts  and  later  in  the 
season  two  units  of  tennis  nets  were  bought  and  installed  in  concrete 
foundations.  All  the  area  within  the  tennis  courts  should  be  given,  as 
soon  as  possible,  a  hard  surface,  so  that  the  players  may  have  more 
playing  space. 

Lynnfield  should  be  grateful  for  the  WPA  assistance  we  have  re- 
ceived in  the  past.  The  accomplishments  have  been  of  such  benefit 
to  the  Town  that  I  am  sure  further  assistance  will  be  gladly  granted  if 
the  need  arises  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Twenty-four  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  held  this  past 
year. 

In  June,  our  esteemed  chairman  and  secretary  was  taken  seriously 
ill,  and  has  been  unable  to  carry  on  her  duties  with  us.  Up  to  the 
present  time  no  one  has  been  appointed  to  take  her  place,  and  the  two 
remaining  members  have  carried  on.  Her  absence  has  been  appreciably 
felt. 

The  greatest  achievement  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the 
toilets  in  the  Center  School. 

The  wooden  part  of  the  Center  School  has  been  given  three  coats 
of  white  paint  by  a  local  painter. 

At  the  start  of  the  Christmas  vacation,  the  boiler  in  the  South 
School  burst.  It  was  made  thirty  years  ago  by  a  manufacturer  not 
now  in  business  and  no  parts  could  readily  be  found  to  repair  it.  The 
committee  was  fortunate  in  locating  a  heating  contractor  who  was  able 
to  supply  us  with  a  new  boiler,  capable  of  handling  any  new  building 
which  might  be  constructed  in  the  future.  This  was  installed  during 
the  Christmas  vacation  and  school  opened  on  schedule,  January  5,  1942. 

The  lower  room  on  the  south  end  of  the  South  School  always  has 
been  difficult  to  heat.  While  installing  the  boiler,  the  committee  had 
the  contractor  look  over  this  situation  and  was  fortunate  in  having  it 
remedied  by  very  simple  means  and  at  small  expense.  Other  attempts 
by  heating  contractors  have  failed  to  solve  this  problem. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  citizens  will  give  serious  consideration  to  the 
construction  of  a  new  school  building  in  the  south  part  of  the  Town, 
as  repairs  and  maintenance  are  making  the  old  building  an  expensive 
one.  Furthermore,  the  ventilation  system  is  very  poor,  making  the 
building  a  health  menace.  It  is  also  considered  a  fire  trap  and  should 
be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible.  f 

Your  committee  has  been  faced  with  the  problem  of  obtaining 
several  new  teachers  during  the  past  year,  with  one  vacancy  still  not 
filled.  It  is  felt  that  in  order  to  obtain  more  efficient  and  experienced 
teachers  the  wage  standard  of  the  teaching  staff  should  be  raised. 
By  comparison  with  other  towns  of  like  size  it  has  been  shown  that 
Lynnheld  is  underpaying  its  teachers. 

A  hot  lunch  program  for  the  Center  School  has  been  inaugurated, 
though  not  yet  in  working  order.  This  program  will  benefit  about  175 
pupils. 

A  bus  was  added  to  the  transportation  system  whereby  the  pupils 
of  the  South  School,  living  east  of  the  Turnpike,  have  been  transported 
from  and  to  school  at  the  noon  hour. 

A  standpipe  has  been  installed  in  the  wooden  part  of  the  Center 
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School,  making  available  two  lines  of  one  and  one-half  inch  hose  for 
fire  fighting  purposes,  and  decreasing  the  insurance  rates  considerably. 

At  a  meeting  of  Union  #46  held  in  Hamilton  this  spring,  two  matters 
affecting  your  Town  were  brought  to  a  conclusion.  The  first  of  these 
was  the  withdrawal  of  Hamilton  from  the  Union,  thus  leaving  Lynn- 
field,  Topsfield  and  Wenham  to  carry  on.  Lynnfield  shared  the  greatest 
percentage  of  the  increased  expense,  though  the  Superintendent's  salary 
was  decreased  $500.  The  second  matter  was  the  election  of  Mr.  J.  D. 
Whittier  as  Superintendent  of  the  Union  for  the  next  three  years.  This 
vote  was  not  unanimous.   His  salary  was  decreased  from  $4000  to  $3500. 

The  chairman  of  this  Union  for  the  past  and  present  years  is  Edward 
S.  Averell,  Lynnfield  school  committee,  and  the  secretary  is  Mrs.  Smith 
of  the  Topsfield  School  Committee. 

Your  committee  has  had  the  supervision  of  the  playground  activities 
during  the  past  summer.  Sessions  were  held  every  day  from  July  6  to 
August  15,  inclusive,  9:30  to  11:30  and  1:30  to  3:00  at  the  Center  and 
South  schoolgrounds.

Competent  instructors  were  hired  to  teach  arts,  crafts  and  games. 
A  field  day  completed  the  activities. 

Your  committee  also  has  had  the  supervision  of  the  Memorial  play- 
ground. The  tennis  courts  have  been  surfaced  and  permanent  nets 
installed.  After  a  season  of  play  on  them  it  is  felt  that  an  area  for 
ten  feet  all  around  the  outside  of  the  courts  should  be  surfaced  in  order 
to  prevent  serious  accidents  and  give  a  better  playing  surface. 

The  ball  field  has  been  conditioned  and  major  ball  games  were  held 
there  this  past  summer.  Considerable  work  is  still  to  be  done  on  the 
base  lines,  provided  the  people  of  the  town  are  willing  to  vote  the 
money  for  this  project.

TEACHERS  AND  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  teaching  corps  during 
the  year.  Miss  Hazel  Lambert  resigned  as  principal  of  the  South 
School  to  be  married.  Her  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Hill 
who  found  it  necessary  to  relinquish  her  duties  at  the  end  of  October, 
being  given  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  regain  her  health.  Mrs.  Esther 
Getchell  is  now  serving  in  this  position. 

Miss  Olive  Moulson  resigned  the  first  grade  position  at  the  Center 
to  accept  a  similar  position  at  Holden.  Miss  Doris  Parker  assumed 
duties  in  this  position  in  September. 

To  fill  the  position  in  the  fifth  grade  Miss  Priscilla  Berry  was 
secured. 

The  large  enrollment  in  the  junior  high  school  necessitated  the 
services  of  an  additional  teacher.  Miss  Dorothy  Waterman  was  se- 
cured for  the  position. 

All  the  above  teachers  had  several  years  teaching  experience  be- 
fore coming  to  Lynnfield.  I  feel  confident  no  mistake  was  made  in 
securing  their  services,  and  trust  they  may  remain  in  the  employ  of  the 
school  system  many  years. 

On  September  26,  Miss  Florence  Stobbart,  School  Nurse,  was  called 
into  Federal  Service  at  Fort  Devens.  She  has  been  granted  a  year's 
leave  of  absence  which  will  doubtless  be  extended  "for  the  duration" 
if  she  so  requests. 

This  temporary  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Mrs. 
Jeanne  H.  Petersen,  R.  N,  of  Lynnfield,  who  is  conducting  the  work 
most  satisfactorily. 

TEACHERS'  SALARIES 

For  several  years  our  salaries  have  been  low  to  beginning  teachers 
and  increases  have  been  small  or  not  given  at  all.  This  has  not  made 
it  possible  to  secure  the  best  qualified  teachers  or  to  retain  their 
services  for  more  than  a  short  time. 

The  Massachusetts  Teachers'  Federation  is  conducting  a  study  of 
salaries  paid  teachers  in  the  Commonwealth.  A  report  from  the 
Federation  shows  that  fifty-two  per  cent  of  towns  reporting  pay  men 
junior  high  teachers  higher  than  paid  in  Lynnfield  while  sixty-two 
per  cent  of  the  towns  pay  higher  salaries  to  women  teachers. 

Of  the  one  hundred  seventy  towns  reporting  forty-two  per  cent 
pay  higher  salaries  to  elementary  teachers  than  the  average  of  $1235 
per  year  now  paid  in  Lynnfield. 

It  is  very  important  that  a  high  scholastic  standard  be  maintained 
in  our  schools  and  to  do  so  we  must  be  able  to  pay  salaries  sufficient 
to  secure  the  services  of  experienced  teachers  and  annual  increments 
must  be  given  to  retain  their  services. 
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Teachers  belonging  to  the  Massachusetts  Teachers'  Retirement 
System  have  been  greatly  disappointed  to  learn  that  the  retirement 
allowance  they  had  expected  to  receive  when  retiring  between  the  ages 
of  sixty  and  seventy  has  been  reduced  approximately  sixteen  per  cent. 
In  justice  to  the  teachers,  steps  should  be  taken  to  amend  the  present 
retirement  law  to  bring  the  retirement  up  to  amount  anticipated  be- 
fore the  reduction  was  made,  which  becomes  effective  July  2,  1942. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

We  have  been  able  to  expand  our  offerings  in  this  department 
since  having  the  services  of  an  extra  teacher.  Girls  of  the  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  grades  have  been  given  sewing  instruction  six 
periods  weekly  for  the  first  half  year.  During  the  second  half  year 
classes  in  cooking  will  be  organized  for  the  eighth  grade  and  for  the 
sixth  and  seventh  if  the  cooking  room  is  available,  otherwise  the  two 
grades  will  continue  their  sewing  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  It  is  my 
purpose  to  give  one-haif  of  the  time  devoted  to  industrial  arts  for 
girls  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades  to  sewing  and  one-half  to 
cooking.  The  industrial  arts  program  for  the  boys  of  grades  six, 
seven,  and  eight  will  occupy  the  same  time  as  that  for  the  girls  but  will 
at  present  be  limited  to  woodworking  only. 

WOODWORKING  ROOM 

With  the  removal  of  the  toilets  from  the  basement,  it  has  been 
possible  to  greatly  enlarge  our  woodworking  room.  The  boys  of  the 
three  classes  have  devoted  much  of  their  class  time  to  the  removal  of 
partitions,  erecting  other  partitions,  building  of  a  supply  closet  for  the 
school  supplies,  the  building  of  bins  for  their  projects  and  lumber  racks 
as  well  as  a  wall  cabinet  for  the  tools.  They  will  soon  have  the 
woodworking  room  completed  and  may  well  feel  proud  of  the  fact 
that  they  have  such  a  satisfactory  room  for  their  work  without  cost 
to  the  town. 

By  gradually  adding  equipment  to  our  industrial  departments,  we 
shall  soon  be  well  enough  equipped  to  do  most  satisfactory  work  with 
both  boys  and  girls. 

TRADE  SCHOOLS 

Pupils  who  have  taken  training  in  the  several  trade  schools  during 
the  past  few  years  are  now  having  an  opportunity  to  profit  financially 
from  such  training. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  industrial  training  has  greatly  de- 
creased during  the  past  year.  Those  not  interested  in  pursuing  a  high 
school  course  at  Wakefield  should  seriously  consider  entering  one  of 
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the  trade  schools,  rather  than  accepting  a  position  in  an  unskilled  trade 
because  the  wages  are  good. 

Trade  Schools  within  commuting  distance  for  pupils  of  Lynnfield 
are:  Rindge  Technical  School  at  Cambridge,  Boston  Trade  School  for 
Boys,  Boston  Trade  School  for  Girls,  Medford  Trade  School,  Somerville 
Trade  School,  Lynn  Industrial  School,  Essex  County  Agricultural  School 
for  Boys,  Essex  County  Homemaking  School  for  Girls. 

Pupils  should  be  able  to  pursue  a  course  of  their  choice  in  at  least 
one  of  these  schools.  Tuition  and  transportation  are  both  paid  from 
town  funds  and  therefore  of  no  greater  expense  to  the  individual  than 
a  high  school  course. 

HEALTH  PROGRAM 

The  success  of  our  health  program  depends  largely  upon  the  co- 
operation of  parents,  pupils  and  teachers  with  the  school  physician 
and  nurse. 

That  there  might  be  a  better  understanding  of  the  quarantine 
requirements,  the  local  Board  of  Health  approved  and  adopted  a  set 
of  "Minimum  Quarantine  Requirements"  for  guidance  of  parents  and 
those  employed  by  the  health  and  school  departments. 

These  requirements  are  of  value  only  to  the  general  health  of  all 
if  enforced  and  therefore  those  in  the  employ  of  the  school  depart- 
ment are  authorized  to  abide  by  the  requirements  at  all  times,  The 
"Minimum  Quarantine  Requirements"  are  available  at  the  school  for 
those  not  already  provided  with  a  copy. 

NATURE  LORE 

In  November  a  course  in  Nature  Lore  was  adopted  for  use  in  the 
schools.  This  course  was  first  started  in  Hamilton,  Wenham,  and 
Topsfield  in  1939.  The  following  year  it  was  extended  to  five  other 
towns  and  at  the  present  time  is  being  used  in  nearly  twenty  towns  and 
cities. 

The  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  provides  an  instructor  who 
has  a  class  consisting  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  at  the  Centre  and 
one  consisting  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  at  the  South  once  in  two 
weeks. 

Instruction  consists  of  talks  and  discussions,  the  use  of  lantern  slides, 
motion  pictures,  and  field  trips. 

Some  of  the  topics  for  lessons  are  insects,  trees,  seeds,  hibernation, 
predators,  the  soil,  water  pollution,  birds,  wild  flowers.  The  purpose 
of  the  course  is  to  form  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils  a  sane  and  sensible 
attitude  toward  Nature  Lore. 

Teachers  and  pupils  are  both  enthusiastic  about  the  course  as  is 
shown  by  the  many  specimens,  clippings,  pamphlets,  and  books  brought 
to  the  classrooms. 
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TOTAL  WAR  PROGRAM 

This  generation  of  pupils  is  experiencing  that  which  no  other 
generation  of  American  pupils  have  ever  experienced.  They  are  all 
called  upon  to  render  service  for  the  protection  of  themselves  and 
others  and  to  share  in  responsibilities  incumbent  upon  everyone  who 
expects  the  rights  of  American  citizenship.  Through  instruction  given 
in  the  current  events  program,  physical  science  classes,  social  science 
classes  and  others,  they  are  learning  much  about  the  "Total  War 
Program"  which  is  of  inestimable  value  to  them  as  citizens  in  the 
making. 

It  will  soon  be  the  duty  of  those  now  in  our  several  educational 
institutions  to  carry  on  to  fulfillment  that  for  which  this  generation  of 
adults  is  waging  this  war. 

At  the  present  time  all  pupils  are  being  given  instruction  in  "Air 
Raid  Precautions."  Other  necessary  instructions  will  be  given  as  occa- 
sion demands. 

Drills  for  evacuating  all  pupils  from  the  building  during  air  raids 
are  now  being  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Wakefield  School 
Department  as  it  is  necessary  to  use  school  buses  for  both  grades  and 
high  school  pupils. 

Parents  may  rest  assured  that  teachers  will  at  all  times  do  all  with- 
in their  power  for  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils. 

INTERPRETING  THE  SCHOOL  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

Teachers  are  always  available  after  the  close  of  school  to  confer 
with  parents  regarding  progress  of  pupils.  Appointment  to  confer  with 
the  school  nurse  may  be  made  directly  or,  if  necessary,  through  the 
principal. 

During  the  past  year  "Pictures  in  Pantomime"  was  staged  by  the 
teachers  and  Mrs.  Eaton,  Art  Supervisor,  to  acquaint  parents  with  the 
work  we  are  doing  in  the  Art  Course,  with  particular  stress  upon 
appreciation  of  the  great  masterpieces. 

At  the  Centre  School  a  "Hobby  and  Craft  Show"  was  staged  in 
May  to  give  those  interested  in  a  hobby  the  opportunity  to  exhibit 
the  same  and  thereby  interest  others  to  start  a  hobby. 

During  Education  Week  parents  were  invited  to  the  Centre  School 
to  observe  regular  classroom  activities.  The  observance  of  Education 
Week  at  the  South  School  was  held  on  November  14,  and  grades  two  and 
three  gave  the  "Vitamin  Parade."  Grades  four  and  six  had  a  musical 
program  devoted  to  "Polk  Songs  of  America."  Grade  five  gave  two  short 
plays:  "Gold  in  California"  and  "Daniel  Boone's  Snuff  Box." 

Our  Lynnfield  Football  Team  of  the  junior  high  was  defeated  but 
once  and  in  another  game  won  from  the  team  having  given  the  defeat, 
This  gave  our  team  a  tie  for  first  place. 
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At  graduation  the  "Mikado"  was  given  by  the  junior  high  pupils 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Maude  Thomas,  Music  Supervisor. 

Prom  reading  the  above,  one  might  think  we  have  neglected  the 
"three  R's"  in  our  school  program.  The  "three  R's"  are  taught  daily 
in  every  subject  as  a  basis  for  whatever  else  we  may  do  in  school. 
Activities  in  which  music,  art,  crafts,  physical  training,  and  dramatics 
are  stressed  give  an  outlet  to  the  formal  training  in  school  and  a 
preparation  for  participation  in  the  same  in  adult  life. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

Our  two  playgrounds  were  supported  by  public  funds  for  the  first 
time  during  this  year.  The  appropriation  of  $550  was  adequate  to  provide 
for  a  man  and  woman  at  each  playground  for  instruction  of  children 
and  for  an  attendant  at  each  playground  to  care  for  the  smaller  children. 
Some  equipment  was  also  purchased  for  the  playgrounds. 

Two  hundred  eleven  different  children  were  enrolled.  The  average 
daily  attendance  was  thirty-five  at  the  South  and  twenty-five  at  the 
Centre. 

During  the  period  of  six  weeks  the  playgrounds  were  in  operation, 
there  were  no  serious  accidents. 

I  anticipate  the  special  appropriation  for  the  playgrounds  will  be 
voted  this  year  and  if  so  I  believe  it  will  be  possible  to  maintain  them 
for  a  longer  time  and  to  enlarge  the  program  of  activities. 

CONCLUSION 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  our  banner  school  years.  EVery  in- 
dividual connected  with  the  department  has  given  the  best  in  him  or 
her  for  the  progress  of  the  schools. 

Pupils  have  been  generally  regular  in  attendance,  interested  in  their 
work,  and  therefore  much  has  been  accomplished.  Parents  have  assisted 
as  individuals  and  through  the  Parent  Teacher  Associations. 

Especially  do  I  appreciate  the  generous  support  and  encouragement 
of  the  members  of  the  School  Committee.

In  these  days,  when  we  are  fighting  for  our  liberties,  it  is  essential 
that  the  Library  be  maintained  in  an  effective  manner,  in  order  that 
the  great  privilege  of  a  free  press  may  be  enjoyed  by  our  citizens  to 
the  fullest  extent.
